ning eq uipment to see that every­ 
thing is in readiness. 
Tn checking the canning eq uip­ 
ment, probably the first consider­ 
ation is the pressure cooker which 
is an essential piece of eq uipment 
foi' safe home canning of non- 
acid food. The g aug e of the pres­ 
sure cooker should be tested if it 
is not a g eared g aug e and if it 
was not tc.^ted the past year. If it 
IS found to be more than 3 pounds 
off, it should have a new g aug e. 
The closure between the top and 
cover of the cooker should

( lo sely Ex amine Jars 
Flx a'viine jars to see that the 
da m p s are tig ht.

The 
term, 
laying -by potatoes, 
as usually used means the last 
cultivation of this crop during the 
; season. With this thoug ht in mind, 
the g rower too often sets his cul­ 
tivator shovels deep in the soil 
to “stir the soil 
deeply” 
and 
throw the dirt to the rows. 
Tliis last cultivation comes about 
the time the potatoes are in full 
bloom 
or 
shortly after. 
During 
this period the plant is setting on 
its tubers, and from then until the 
end of the season the number ot 
these tubers that develop into po­ 
tatoes of usable size depends up ­ 
on the amount of food the feeder 
roots can g ather. 
It 
is 
obvious, 
therefore, 
that 
deep cultivation at this time will 
g reatly 
reduce 
pnx iuction 
by 
cutting off the rooU which g ather 
the food. 
In 
g (X» d soil 
the 
practice 
of 
hilling up potatoes or throwing the 
dirt to the row is unnecessary. It 
is desirable to do this only on 
sloping g round where heavy rains 
have washed the dirt away. 
In most instances g reater yields 
will be obtained if the last culti­ 
vation. instead of being a “laying - 
by” process, is another very shal­ 
low cultivation simply to destroy 
the weeds which are starting . 


Do No t Handle Beans While Wet 
Often beans are picked early in 
the morning while the dew 
is 
.-till on, or cultiv'ation is freq uent­ 
ly g iven at this time when the 
bean leaves are wet. 
Two very common bean diseases 
in Missouri are rust and anthrac- 
nose. The.se diseases are spread 
by spores which dev'clop in bruis­ 
es or injuries on the plant, spread­ 
ing from these to other portions 
of the plant. These spores g row 
best under moist conditions. liis- 
tiirbing the plant when it ?s wet 
helps spread the spores. 
On this account it is best to 
avoid picking , cultivating , or in 
any way handling the beans while 
the leaves are wet. 


I Time to Quit Pulling Rhubarb

This and 
other fumig ants can be boug ht 
already mix ed. 
The fumes from these materials 
are hig hly poisonous. If the indi­ 
vidual is not ex perienced in use 
of such poisons, it is best to con­ 
sult the local county ag ent about 
the safety precautions.

Bolts, strapping screw’s, riv­ 
ets. and small hardware used for 
joining and other purposes. 
Q. What are some of the pro­ 
hibited 
articles

.A. Cattle 
stanchions, 
chicken 
crates, chicken feeders, corn cribs, 
feed troug hs, silos, wheelbarrows, 
wire racks and ba.>kets, and tanks 
for dipping , w'atcring and feeding 
animaLs. 
Q. Is the supply of nails and 
bale ties limited? 
A. In some localities, yes. How'-

manulaclurers 
have

The response of eg g producers 
to the call for g reater production 
has been ex cellent and up to ex ­ 
pectations. 
Some 
information 
such as the upw'ard revision in 
dried eg g production q uotas for 
1943 and the discussion of the ap­ 
pointment of a w’ar fo(x l produc­ 
tion board lead to the belief that 
the size of ag riculture’s job con­ 
tinues to increase. 
The full ex ­ 
tent of these increases may not as 
yet have been determined. 
It is 
certain, however, 
that 
poultry 
raisers will be asked to cap 1941 
and 1942 years of record produc­ 
tion with even g reater number 
of eg g s in 1943. 
This fact adds emphasis to the 
importance of doing a near per­ 
fect job of pullet rearing this 
summer.

The value of sanitation and the 
importance of cool, well-ventil­ 
ated summer q uarters are g ener­ 
ally known. 
The fact remains, 
however, that the only hope of 
filling nex t year's eg g q uotas lies 
in the development now' of the 
most vig orous pullets that have 
ever been g rown on the farms of 
Alissouri and the nation as well. 
There is always a tendency dur­ 
ing the rush of other summer 
work to neg lect proper feeding o f 
the pullet flock. 
Some of the 
dang er lies in the need for ade­ 
q uate feeder and w’atering eq uip­ 
ment. 
Some troubles w'ith poor 
fall and w'inter production come 
irom stinted g rain feeding . Grain 
is eq ually as important as g row'- 
ing mash and the pullets can do 
llie best job of proportioning con­ 
sumption. if they are g iven the 
opportunity. 
Conseq uently 
both 
types of feed should be constant­ 
ly' ax ’ailablc. 
This req uires feeder 
space and a type of feeder that 
W'ill hold a full 
day’s 
supply. 
Three 5 foot rang e feeders should 
be provided for each shelter. Tw'o 
of these can be used for g row'ing 
mash and one for g rain. Oats and 
barley will soon be available and 
may be used to advantag e as whole 
g rams, along W’ith yellow corn. 
Fo wl Po x Menace 
Fow’l Pox is a constant menace 
during the fall, w’lnter and early 
spring months. Protection is sure 
and inex pensive when pullets are 
vaccinated with chicken pox virus 
vaccine w'hen they reach the ag e 
of 8-12 w'oeks. Later vaccination 
w'll retard the onset of laying , but 
It i-s better to be *afe by vaccinat­ 
ing older pullets, if this job is not 
done on time.
